any man offend not in word, the 
same is a perfect man, and able 
also to bridle the whole body” 
(Jas. 3:2). Though the tongue is 
small, yet it affects, for good or 
bad, the whole man—spirit, soul, 
and body. As the ship’s rudder 
turns the ship, so the tongue turns 
the man. Neither in the world nor 
in the church of God, is this aw- 
ful fact clearly recognized. Many 
try to show themselves perfect on 
other lines: but few try to be 
tongue-perfect. Perhaps they do 
not accept the Apostle James as 
an authority. Or it may be that 
they have never heard of his let- 
ter. 

Does someone claim that his 
heart is good—even though his 
words are bad? This is an utter 
impossibility! “For out of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh. A good man out of the 
good treasure of the heart bring- 
eth forth good things: and an evil 
man out of the evil treasure 
bringeth forth evil things” (Matt. 
12:34, 35). That is, a good heart 
and a bad tongue cannot both be 
in the same man at the same 
time. An _ evil-speaking tongue 
means that there must be evil be- 
hind it in the heart. That which 
is not within, could not*come out. 
Your tongue is a sign. Remember 
how the wise old-fashioned family 
doctor, when he suspected a foul 
stomach condition, would Say, 
“Stick out your tongue!” When 
the bowel condition is bad, the 
tongue cannot be clean, Your heart 
is as bad as your tongue, accord- 
ing to the Bible. 

The tongue is a very unique 
member, though it is so small. It 
is the only member of our body 
which by its action conveys our 
spirit. That is, our words are 
loaded with our spirit; and they 
convey our spirit whether it be 
good or bad—to those who hear 
us speak. It is for this reason that 
the words of some people convey 
blessing, while the words of oth- 
ers bring a chill to the heart.

A Spurgeon Memorial Address delivered at Nashville, 
Tennessee, on the first Sunday in February, 1892. Now 
reprinted for the 62nd anniversary of Spurgeon’s death, 


January 31, 1892.

Last Sunday night at Mentone, France, there died the 
greatest man of modern times. If every crowned head in Eur- 
ope had died that night, the event would not be so momentous 
as the death of this one man. Nay, more, if every member of 
every reigning dynasty had died in one night, it would not 


have attracted so much attention as this man’s death. 


On 


earth perhaps, yes—in the universe, no, The more thickly 
peopled worlds beyond this outnumber the population of this 
planet as the stars and sands and forest leaves outnumber the 
houses of men. And these people, above and below, were more 
moved at Spurgeon’s death, than if all kings had died. 


Moréover, their interest is with- 
out affection. There is sincerity 
after death. With them there is 
no stereotyped grief or joy. No 
perfunctory condolence or 


gratulation. No official crape or

When Spurgeon Reached 
Heaven! 
And who are these, like clouds 
of doves from the windows of 


Charles H. Spurgeon 


Heaven, that fly to greet him? 
These are his spiritual children, 
begotten unto God through his 
ministry, out of every nation and 
tribe and kindred. From the 
British Isles, from America, from 
the Australian bush, from the 
Islands of the sea, “from Afric’s 
torrid climes,” and “Greenland’s 
icy mountains,” ‘from India’s 
coral strand,” from the pine-clad 
mountains of Scandinavia, and 
bleak Nova Zembla, they had gone 
up before him and were waiting 
and watching for him. The ends 
of the earth were there, not only 
geographically but morally. There 
met him the drunkard and the 
debauchee, there the society-ban- 
ned harlot, there the ‘‘ticket-of- 
leave”’ convict and the red-handed 
murderer, there the. children of 
poverty and hereditary vice, there 
the converts from infidelity, “that 
caries of the intellect,” there the 
whilom worshipers of Moloch and 
ghastly Mammon, these all rescued 
by his instrumentality as “brands 
from the burning,” and now whiter 
than snow, and _ absolved and 
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shrived from sin, free, “redeemed, 
regenerated, and. disinthralled.” 
And who can tell their welcome? 
And who can measure his shout 
of exultation: “Ye are my crown 
of rejoicing.” 

See the sower. See him ‘that 
went forth weeping, bearing prec- 
ious seed,’ now coming ‘with re- 
joicing, bringing his sheaves with 
him” (Psa. 126:6). Oh, the sheaves 


of golden grain, the multitude of. 


sheaves! When before, and oh my 
soul, when again will the angels 
shout such a harvest home? How 
does he pluck and appropriate the 
promise of Daniel 12:5, that “they 
that be wise shall shine as the 
brightness of the firmament; and 
they that turn many to righteous- 
ness as the stars for ever and 
ever?” 


See the builder, the wise master 
builder. He built on the foundation 
Jesus Christ. He built thereupon 
gold, silver, and precious stones. 
His work is made manifest. The 
day has declared it, the day re- 
vealed by fire. The fire has tried 
his work. It abides unconsumed. 
He receives his reward. 

See his heavenly addition. He 
has added to his faith, virtue; and 
to virtue, knowledge; and to know- 
ledge, temperance; and to tem- 
perance, patience; and to patience, 
godliness; and to godliness, bro- 
therly kindness; and to brotherly 
kindness, charity. These were in 
him and abounded. They made him 
that he should be neither barren 
nor unfruitful in the knowledge 
of our Lord and Christ. 


He was not blind. He could see 
afar off. He never forgot and he 
was purged from his old sins. He 
made his calling and election sure. 
He never fell. And so an entrance 
was ministered unto him abund- 
antly into the everlasting kingdom 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. His ship comes to the port 
of Heaven not a_ storm-tossed 
wreck, dismantled and battered, 
towed in by some harbor tug; but 
with every mast standing, every 
sail filled and flowing, and car- 
goed to the water’s edge. Oh, “Let 
me die the death of the righteous, 
and let my last end be like his!” 


And what cloud is this. that 
like incense from ten thousand 
burning censers rises up from the 
earth and follows him to Heaven? 
Is it not the gratitude of home- 
less widows whom he has sheltered 
and clothed and fed? Is it not the 
blessing. of the fatherless, whose 
orphan condition he has relieved? 
It-is not the tribute of poor min- 
isters whom he has educated and 
supplied-with books? 

But most rapturous and en- 
trancing vision—see him meet the 
Master Himself! Spurgeon and 
Christ—the saint and his Saviour. 
Meeting above clouds and sorrow 
and death. Meeting. in 
That sun-bright clime 
Undimmed by sorrow and unhurt 

by time, 

Where age hath ‘no power o’er the 
fadeless frame 

Where the eye is fire and the 
heart is flame. 

See. the saint casting all his star- 
crowns and honors at the nail- 
pierced feet—crying out: “My 
Lord and my God,’—and shout- 
ing: “Grace—grace, all grace—a 
sinner saved by grace.” 

Yes, Spurgeon is dead. Earth 
mourns, but Heaven is glad. 

And how does the news affect 
the lost when they see him afar 
off—beyond the fixed, broad, and 
impassable gulf—sitting down with 
Abraham and Isaac and Jacob in 
the kingdom of God? How do they 
remember the Gospel he preach- 
ed? How recall his tears, his 
melting persuasions? How he 
warned and plead in vain, pointing 
to the open door—now shut for- 
ever; pointing to the water of life, 
from whose cooling streams they 
have cut themselves off forever? 
How, now hopeless, they recall his 
sermons on home! How bitter 
their wail: “We knew. our duty, 
but did it not! However unworthy 
—~jother preachers, this man is guilt- 
less of our blood. He is a swift 
witness against us.” So Hell be- 
neath was’ moved at his going, 
as Heaven above was moved at 
his coming. And so Spurgeon’s 
death attracted more attention 
than if all kings had died.

Published “Morning by Morning,” one volume, 
1866. Incorporated Stockwell Orphanage, 1867.

This wonderful man was both 
a creation and a result. God 
created nim to be great. His extra- 
ordinary natural endowments of 
mind and body were gifts of God 
as much as his conversion and 
call to the ministry. The circum- 
stances of ancestry, training, 
Puritan libraries, existing contrast 
between the independent and the 
State church, together with the 
time in which he lived—all of 
which had much to do with him

furnished ready to his hand. In 
answer to. the question: ‘How do 
you account for Spurgeon?” the 
answer is the monosyliable: “God.” 
In discussing the life and labors 
of such a man, the limits of this 
address. allow us only to touch 
lightly, here and there, and salient 
points. The accompanying note will 
indicate these in his life and work. 
Never since Paul died has so much 
work and so much success been 
crowded into so small a space of 
time. 


Let us glance briefly at some of 
this work. 


The Greatest Preacher of | 
His Age 

Mr. Spurgeon was preeminently 
a preacher. He preached more ser- 
mons, perhaps, than any other 
man. More people have heard him 
than have heard any other man. 
(This was before Moody finished 
his career, before Billy Sunday; 
before radio. Editor). Moré people 
have read and do read his ser- 
mons than the sermons of any 
other man,

Giving and the Local Church 


By Editor John R, Rice 


(This will appear as Chapter X in the new book, All About Chris- 
tian Giving, now ready in paper binding.) - 


We have made it very plain in recent chapters, we trust, 
that the tithe belongs to the Lord, not to the church and not 
to the preacher. We have insisted most earnestly that every 
Christian is accountable to God and must take his instructions 


- from God through the Bible and through the Holy Spirit, as to 


where and how he should give. The Bible does not teach that 


all Christian giving should be 


done through the local church. 


The Bible does not teach that all the tithe must be brought 
to the local church. And to put the church ahead of Christ 
here is serious sin. But now an earnest word needs to be said, 
we believe, encouraging support for the sound, scriptural, 


soul-winning local church. 


We must oppose popery in the 
local church, but we must not 
destroy the local church. We must 
teach Christians to give wherever 
God leads, but we would not have 
anyone ignore the privilege and 
duty of giving through sound local 
churches in as far as so doing will 
glorify God. 

There are some _ compelling 
reasons why the average Christian 
ought to do much of his giving 
through his own _ local church. 
Please note carefully what I Say. 
T say usually Christians should do 
much of the giving through their 
own tocal church. But not always. 
Seme churches are so modernistic 
and worldly that they do not de- 
serve, and should not have, any of 
the money of real Christians. If 
the Christian lives in a commun- 
ity where he does not know of 
a church which is true to the 
Scriptures and where the Lord’s 
money would be used according to 


' the Lord’s will, then he should 


give his money not through the 
local church, but through outside 
agencies or individuals, after care- 
ful investigation, and according to 
the leading ‘of the Holy Spirit, 
where his giving will honor Christ 
and get out the Gospel. And note 
that I did not say that in any 
case a Christian is obligated to 
do all of his giving through a 


* jJocal church. The Bible does not 


say that, and we do not Say it. 


_ Nor did we say that Christians 


ought to give all the tithe through 
the local church. The Bible does 
not say it, so of course we have 
no right to say it. But where a 
church is true to the Bible in 
principal doctrines, and where the 
money given is used to bless Chris- 
tians and win souls and honor 
Christ, then the local members of 
that church ought to do much of 
their giving through that local 
church. I say there are strong 
reasons why Christians should 


‘usually do much of their giving 


through a local church. 


I. The Local Church Is a 
Divinely-Appointed Institu- 
tion, and Is God’s Unit for 
Much of His Work 


No local church is perfect, since 
it is made up of human beings, 
but still the idea of individual 
Christians banding themselves to- 
gether in local congregations is 
God’s idea, not man’s. It is God’s 
pian that Christians should work 
together through local congrega- 
tions. 

We know that this idea of the 
importance of the local church 
can be overdone. And it can be- 
come a heresy. Membership in the 
local church does not guarantee 
salvation. The building where a 
local church meets is not sacro- 
sanct. The church building may 
be dedicated to God, but it is not a 
temple of God. The body of a 
Christian is the temple of God on 
earth now. <A church building 
where a Christian worships is no 
more sacred than a home where 
a Christian family lives and loves 


and prays and serves. 


Some people say that Christ 
gave the great commission ex- 
clusively to the local church, but 
the reader had better examine 
the Great Commission again. The 
apostles were commanded to bap- 
tize the new converts and to give 
every convert the same Great 
Commission, “teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you” (Matt. 28: 
20). Yes, the emphasis on the local 
church may be overdone, but we 
must still remember that God, 
in the New Testament, gave a 
pattern for local congregations of 
Christians called churches, 


Much of the Lord’s business is 
done more efficiently and happily 
in fellowship with other Chris- 
tians. It is good for Christians to 
sit together and hear the Word 
of God preached. It is good for 
Christians to assemble themselves 
together to sing praises. It is good 
for Christians to unite their hearts 
in prayer. It is good for Christians 
to plan together about the needs, 
about the leading of God, about 
how soul-winning work locally and 
the mission enterprise around the 
world can best be done and best 
be supported. It is good for Chris- 
tians to have fellowship in giving. 
And here is a strong reason why 
Christians ought to usually do 
much of the giving through local 
churches. 7 

Much of a Christian’s giving 
necessarily goes to support work 
in which he must cooperate with 
other Christians. The church needs 
a building; naturally the local as- 
sembly is the place for giving to 
the building fund. The local church 
must support its pastor and other 
workers. Obviously gifts for that 
purpose may well be given in the 
public meeting of the congregation. 
If the church decides to send a 
missionary, or to support one, or 
to help in the education of a min- 
isterial student, the convenient and 
proper way for Christians to co- 
operate with others of the same 
local congregation is to give 
through the local church. 

God’s unit for much of His work 
is the local congregation, and that 
is a strong reason why a Chris- 
tian should usually do much of 
his giving through the local 
church.

II. The Example of the New 
Testament Church at Jeru- 
salem Encourages Us to 
Give Usually Through 
a Local Church 


Three times in the book of Acts 
we are told that people brought 
their gifts to the church of Jeru- 
salem “and laid them at the 
apostles’ feet.” 


“Neither was there any among 
them that lacked: for as many as 
were possessors of lands or houses 
sold them, and brought the prices 
of the things that were sold, And 
laid them down at the apostles’ 
feet: and distribution was made 
unto every man according as he 
had need. And Joses, who by the 
apostles was surnamed Barnabas, 
(which is, being interpreted, The 
son of consolation,) a Levite, and 
of the country of Cyprus, Having 
land, sold it, and brought the 
money, and laid it at the apostles’ 
feet.”-—Acts 4:34-37, 


“But a certain man named Ana- 
nias, with Sapphira his wife, sold 
a possession, And kept back part 
of the price, his wife also being 
privy to it, and brought a certain 
part, and laid it at the apostles’ 
feet.’,—Acts 5:1,2. 


There was, as yet, no foreign 
mission program, and the needs 
to be met were only local needs. 
Besides, the. apostles themselves 
were in charge of the congrega- 
tion, and there was perfect purity 
in doctrine and a high standard 
of holiness in life. When abuses 
arose in the distribution of the 
funds, they were promptly cor- 
rected. The Christians at Jeru- 
salem naturally brought their gifts 
to the apostles, that is, they gave 
their gifts locally, through the 
local church. Later, no doubt, 
when there were other works and 
workers to support beyond the 
local church, some money would 
be sent to others, not “laid at the 
apostles’ feet.” 

We must remember that the 
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plan to have “all things common” 
was not commanded in the Scrip- 
ture nor by the apostles, but was 
the spontaneous outpouring of love 
on the part of the Christians. The 
plan was an emergency measure 
there; it was not practiced in any 
other congregation, and is. not 
commanded in the Scripture. But 
the giving of the Christians at 
Jerusalem through the local 
church shows that much of our 
giving should usually be through 
a local congregation. 


Ill. A Godly and Faithful 
Pastor Deserves the Sup- 
port of Local Church 
Members 


Another reason why Christians 
should usually do much of the 
giving through the local church is 
that every church member has an 
obligation to help supply the needs 
of his local pastor, if that pastor 


be true to Christ and the Bible. 


and God’s soul-winning plan. The 
Scripture plainly says, “They 
which preach the gospel should 
live of the gospel” (I Cor. 9:14). 
Again, Galatians 6:6 says, “Let 
him that is taught in the word 
communicate [share] unto him 
that teacheth in all good things.” 
One who sits under the ministry 
of a man of God, and from him 
learns the Scriptures, from him 
is warned of his sins, and by this 
pastor’s ministry comes to know 
Christ better and to grow in 
Christian graces, has an obligation 
to support the man of God. 


One should support:a_ godly, 
soul-winning pastor, not. only 
because of personal blessings 
received, but to ‘have part 
in his soul winning. Any 
church where souls are faithfully 
won to Jesus Christ deserves sup- 
port from its members. And the 
same reasons which require a 
Christian to support a godly, Bible- 
preaching, soul-winning pastor, re- 
quire him also to help take care 
of other local expenses, the church 
building and its maintenance and 
the teaching program of the 
church. 


IV. Christians Need Counsel 
and Fellowship in Giving 


Another strong reason why 
Christians should usually do much 
of the giving through the local 
church is that in a multitude of 
counsel there is wisdom. Many 
Christians, if they act without 
proper information, may use the 
Lord’s money unwisely. If they do 
not counsel with others, Christians 
may sometimes let good causes 
suffer which deserve their support. 
So every Christian should weigh 
very carefully the counsel of pas- 
tors and other church leaders, and 
should be influenced by the pray- 


erful opinion of other  well-in- 
formed Christians. No man lives 
to himself, and Christians should 
not despise the counsel of godly 
people. 

We believe that it is not wise 
for a Christian to send money to 
a radio program without know- 
ing something of the life and work 
of the speakers. We have had to 
refuse advertising offered THE 
SworD OF THE LorD, by a mission 
work, by a radio broadcast and 
other religious causes, because in- 
vestigation convinced us_ that 
their work did not deserve the 
support of Christian people. Chris- 
tians need counsel and information 
about where to give. 


V. There Is Joy and Profit in 
Giving Together With Other 
Christians in a Public 


Service 
Some people have foolishly 
thought that church services 


would be better attended and 
would do more good if there were 
no public collection. But they are 
mistaken. Giving is not a burden 
but a joy to a good Christian. 


Paul held up the poor but liberal 
Christians of Macedonia as an en- 
couragement to Christians at 
Corinth to give as liberally (II 
Cor. 8:1-7). So it is proper that 
one Christian should be stimulated 
in his liberality by the giving of 
others. There is profit in a public 
collection. There is spiritual fel- 
lowship when many Christians 
give to the same cause in which 


usually Christians should do much 
of the giving through the local 
church and enjoy the fellowship 
in giving along with other Chris- 
tians. 

Yes, there are strong reasons 
why Christians ought usually to 
do much of the giving through the 
local church. However, there are 
good reasons why usually Chris- 
tians should not do all their giv- 
ing through the local church. 


First, the tithe is the Lord’s. 
It does not belong to the church 
or to the preacher. And so for any- 
body ever to feel that the tithe or 
the freewill offerings must be 
under the domination of the 
church, or the pastor, or the 
finance committee, or a denomina- 
tional program, would be wrong. 
It would dishonor Christ. 


Moreover, every Christian ought 
to reserve the right to be led by 
the Spirit of God and find where 
he should give and how much. 


Second, most churches cooperate 
with some agencies and support 
some causes which a spiritually- 
informed Christian cannot con- 
scientiously support. Most major 
denominations have some schools 
that are modérnistic, not true to 
the Bible, and certainly no Chris- 
tian should give to support them. 
If a mission program sends out a 
communist and modernist to the 
mission field as the American 
Baptist Convention sent Dryden 
Phelps for over twenty years, then 
Christians should not support the 
mission program that so uses the 


they are mutually interested. So’ 


Lord’s money. If a denomination 
supports some agency like the 
Methodist Federation for Social 
Action, under the control of men 
like Dr. Harry Ward and Bishop 
Oxnam, promoting socialism and 
near-communism, then a Christian 
should not give undesignated 
money to support any such pro- 
gram. 

If a seminary has Dr. Nels Fer- 
re, or Dr. George Buttrick, or Dr. 
Emil Brufiner before the student 
body to deny the virgin birth or

Again, no church program is per- 
fect. No church budget takes in 
all the things that are of concern 
to the Lord. And so every Chris- 
tian must sometimes be led of God 
to support some of God’s work 
which is not included in the local 
church budget. 


In this matter of Christian giv- 
ing, let Christians be brotherly, 
let them listen to wise counsel, let 
them cooperate with godly pastors 
and Bible-believing, soul-winning 
churches. But let us remember 
that Christ must have the pre- 
eminence in all things. We must 
maintain the liberty of conscience 
and follow the leading of the Holy 
Spirit while we maintain the most 
cordial and loving relationships 
with other Christians in the local 
churches.

CHAPTER XII 


NATURE’S BUILDING BLOCKS 


Now I ask your attention to 
some thoughts on matter—that 
lifeless, mysterious stuff of which 
the universe, including our earth, 
is made. ‘ 


There are ninty-two elements, 
which constitute all kinds of mat- 
ter, from hydrogen at one end of 
the scale to uranium at the other. 
Matter is formed from particles 
known as molecules which are a 
combination of atoms. Inside the 
atoms sciencé affirms there are 
infinitely minute particles called 
electrons, thought to be charges 
of negative electricity. Each atom 
also is said to contain one proton 
which is a charge of positive 
electricity. Other curious and in- 
finitely small particles, such as 
neutrons and positrons have also 
been discovered in the atom, as 
science seeks -to unravel the un- 
fathomable mystery of matter. 


Hydrogen, the first element in 
the table, is the extremely light, 
inflammable gas which the Ger- 
mans used to fill their Zeppelins. 
It is one of the constituent parts 
of water and is found in many 
other substances. Its presence in 
fuels is usually revealed by the 
blue flame produced. 

The atom of hydrogen has, as 
far as science has been able to 
determine, only one positively 
charged particle, or proton, in its 
nucleus. Around this is the swiftly 


- moving, negatively charged elec- 
tron. 


Though the two particles exactly 
counter-balance each other in 


‘electrical charge, the mass of the 


proton has been calculated as be- 
ing 1845 times as great as the 
mass of the electron. Thus the pro- 
ton accounts for practically the 
entire mass of the atom. 

The nucleus of the atom may 
contain more than one proton. As 
we proceed upward from hydrogen 
in the table of elements, we find 
more and more protons and even 
electrons squeezed into the rela- 
tively small nucleus. When we 
reach uranium, the complexity of 
the atoms of ‘the elements has 
greatly increased. In the atomic 
nucleus of uranium, there are said 
to be 92 protons and 146 neutrons 
along with 92 out-revolving elec- 
trons. 

In addition to the 92 elements, 
there are many compounds—sub- 
stances whose building blocks con- 
sist of combinations of atoms of 
various elements. Theodore L. 
Handrich writes interestingly in 
his book, Hvery-Day Science, a- 
bout them and every student gazes 
with astonishment at what he sees 
on examination of these myster- 
ious substances. 

The water molecule consists of 
two hydrogen atoms and one 
oxygen atom. These molecules, 
which are fundamental units of 
matter, vary from the simplest, as 
those of water, to others contain- 
ing thousands of atoms all com- 
bined in definite proportions .and 
patterns. A_ crystalline protein 
molecule from the juice of diseased 


‘tobacco plants apparently consists | 
of about 2,000,000 atoms. A slight 


change in the proportion of one 
element to another in a. molecule 
can alter the compound so radical- 
ly that it has entirely different 
properties. , 
Between hydrogen and uranium 
lie all the. other elements with 
many-differing combinations, each 
obeying some rigid law which 
governs its operations. There must 
be an infinite Mind behind the ori- 
gin of matter to bring into being 
these infinitesimal particles, and 


then cause them to combine in in- 
numerable ways according to some 


prearranged. plan. Will any such 
tence or

an explanation of their existence? 
Could these lifeless particles pos- 
sibly create themselves? The ques- 
tion answers itself. 


While the ninty-two kinds of 
atoms are distinct and separate, 
those of each particular form are 
absolutely similar in structure and 
performance. As Graebner says: 
“They are like coins struck in a 
mint, each bearing the impress of 
the image of their Maker in the 
attributes they possess.” 

Another wonderful feature of 
atoms is that, while those of the 
same element are alike in size, 
shape, weight, and other proper- 
ties, the electrons in all the ele- 
ments are identical as to their 
properties. This suggests the ul- 
timate identity of all the elements 
in the constitution of all matter. 
Different kinds of matter, there- 
fore, would differ only in having 
different numbers. of electrons 
with different velocities within or 
around their fields of positive elec- 
trification or around their positive 
nuclei. o% 

And if the proton portion of the 
atom consists of granular particles, 
then these particles, like the elec- 
trons, must be also the same for 
all the so-called chemical  ele- 
ments. In other words, all matter 
would be composed of the same 
electrons, protons, deuterons, posi- 
trons, neutrons, differing only in 
their numbers, arrangements and 
revolutions. 

Is the human mind able to con- 
template anything more amazing 
than this? Such a conception and 
the power to make it work belong 
only to Deity. 

The chemical laws which compel 
these elements to combine accord- 
ing to atomic weights, and the law 
of. multiple -proportions, show the 
infinite wisdom of the Creator. 
Each atom of matter is stamped 
with laws that are definite and in- 
variable so that. it acts with abso- 
lute precision in all that it does: 
Thirty-two pounds of sulphur must 
have fifty pounds of iron with 
which to unite, no more, no less, 
and so with all the elements. 

In these various chemical com- 
pounds are found molecules of 
varying complexity with atoms of 
increasing number. From water 
with its three atoms, nitric acid 
with five, caffeine with 24, quinine 
with 48, we pass on up to the 
mysterious protein molecule with 
hundreds and thousands of atoms, 
a formation which staggers the 
imagination. 

L. J. Henderson writes in The 
Order of Nature, p. 201: 

“The properties of elements are 

to be regarded as fully deter- 

mined from the earliest con- 
ceivable epoch, and perfectly 
changeless in time.” 

L. Franklin Gruber, writing in 
Whence Came the Universe, re- 
marks: 

“What skill or intelligence must 

be necessary to build up such 

complex infinitesimal structures 
in their countless duplicates, all 
exactly alike for the same sub- 
stance. Yet so wonderful are 
the workings of nature’s myster- 
ious laboratory that no two of 
the same kind among the count- 
less number of these molecules, 
wherever found throughout 
nature, differ in the least detail. 

Surely a law is operative hére 

that requires an infinitely in- 

telligent Law-Giver.” 

It is not difficult to picture a 
mighty Creator when we view 
great mountain ranges stretching 
across the earth for thousands of 
miles, -but this God of, nature 
exhibits His skill and wisdom and 
= more in the infinitesimal 
than in the things which we can 
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searchable;

Even a Slight asquaintance 
with these infinitely small 
particles of matter to which we 
have been directing our thought, 
enables us to appreciate the ex- 
ultant cry of Deuteronomy 3:24. 
Listen: 
“OQ Lord God, thou hast begun to 
show thy servant thy greatness, 
and thy mighty hand: for what 
God is there in heaven, or wm 
earth, that can do according to 
thy avorks, and according to thy 
might?” 

The question asked by Asaph in 
Psalm 77, verse 13, echoes down 
through the ages to us today and 


‘finds an instant response in our 


hearts: “Who is so great a God 
as our God?’’ 

It will not be amiss to hear 

what the Bible has to say about 
this God of ours. In Deuteronomy 
4:39, I read: 
“Know therefore this day, and 
consider it in. thine heart, that the 
Lord he is Gad in heaven above, 
and upon the earth beneath: there 
is none else.” 

Thousands of years ago, Eliphaz 
seems to have been wiser than 
many of us today, when he said 
in the 5th chapter of Job, verse 8:

without number: Who giveth rain 
wpon the earth, and sendeth 
waters upon the fields: To set up 
on high those that be low.”

The 
churches are not going to help in 
revivals. If you have revivals, you 
will have to go without the help 
of pastors and churches in large 
campaigns.” 

On the other hand, people said 
that modernism had gained too 
much eontrol of the churches; 
that the pastors and

People 
said that the coming of radio and 
television, the popularity of sports 
all made it impossible to get the 
attention of people for revival 
campaigns, for _ great Gospel 
preaching.

FORTY SINGING WRESTLERS 

In the days when the ruling passion of the Roman Emperor Nero 
was the extermination of the Christians, there lived and served him a 
band of soldiers known as the “Emperor’s Wrestlers.” Fine, stalwart 
men they were, picked from the best and the bravest of the land, 
recruited from the great athletes of the Roman amphitheater. 

In the great amphitheater they upheld the arms of the Emperor 
against all challengers. Before each contest they stood before the 
Emperor’s throne. Then through the courts of Rome rang the cry “We, 
the wrestlers, wrestling for thee, O Emperor, to win for thee the vic- 
tory and from thee the victor’s crown!” 

When the great Roman army was sent to fight in faraway Gaul, 
no soldiers were braver or more loyal than this band of wrestlers led 
by their centurion Vespasian. But news reached Nero that many had 
accepted the Christian faith. 

To be a Christian meant death, even to those who served Nero 
best; therefore this decree was straightway dispatched to the centurion 
Vespasian: “If there be any among the soldiers who cling to the faith 
of the Christian, they must die!” 

The decree was received in the dead of winter. The soldiers were 
camped on the shore of a frozen inland lake. The winter had been hard, 
but the many hardships they had endured together had served to unite 
them more closely. It was with sinking heart that Vespasian, the cen- 
turion, read the Emperor’s message. Yet to a soldier there is one word 
supreme—and that is “duty.” 

Vespasian called the soldiers together and asked the question ‘“‘Are 
there any among you who cling to the faith of the Christian? If so, let 
him step forward!”’ 

Forty wrestlers instantly stepped forward two paces, respectfully 
saluted, and stood at attention. Vespasian paused. He had not expected 
so many. “The decree has come from your Emperor,” he said, “that 
any who cling to the faith of the Christian must die! For the sake of 
your country, your comrades, your loved ones, renounce this false 
faith!” Not one of the forty moved. “Until sundown I shall await your 
answer,’ said Vespasian. Sundown came. Again the question was asked, 
“Are there any among you who cling to the faith of the Christian? If 
so, let him step forward!” 

Again the forty wrestlers stepped forward and stood at attention. 

Vespasian pleaded with them long and earnestly without prevail- 


ing upon a single man to deny his Lord. Finally he said, “The decree 
of the Emperor must be obeyed, but I am not willing that your blood 


be on your comrades. I am going to order that you march out upon 


the lake of ice and I shall leave you there to the mercy of the elements. 


Fires, however, will be waiting to welcome any willing to renounce 
this false faith.” 

The forty wrestlers were stripped and then without a word they 
wheeled and, falling into columns of four, marched toward the lake of 
ice. As they marched they broke into chorus with the old chant of the 
arena; “Forty wrestlers, wrestling for Thee, O Christ, to win for Thee 


~ the victory and from Thee, the Victor’s crown!” 


Through the long hours of the night, Vespasian, the centurion, 
stood by his campfire and waited, and all through the long night there 
came to him fainter and fainter the wrestlers’ song. 

As morning drew near one figure, overcome by exposure, crept 
quietly toward the fire; in the extremity of his suffering he had re- 
nounced his Lord. Faintly but clearly from out of the darkness came 
the song “Thirty-nine wrestlers, wrestling for Thee, O Christ, to win 
for Thee the victory and from Thee, the Victor’s crown!” 

Vespasian looked at the figure drawing close to the fire—and 
then out into the darkness whence came the song of faith. Once again 
he looked—ah, who can say, perhaps he saw the greater light shining 
there in the darkness! Off came his helmet, down went his shield 
and he sprang upon the ice, crying, “Forty wrestlers, wrestling for 
Thee, O Christ, to win fgr Thee the victory and from Thee, the Victor’s 
crown!”

tles, the man who preached at 
Pentecost. (Paul was not even 
converted then), but Peter was 
with Jesus all through his minis- 
try. Peter walked on the water. 
Sorry, Paul, but we are for Peter.” 

Others said, ‘““We are for Christ. 
We don’t need to follow anybody 
else. It doesn’t matter, Paul, about 
your being the one who won us to 
Christ and taught us all we know. 
We are just going to follow Christ 
and not follow men, even if it is 
God’s apostle who led us to salva- 
tion,’’. (See I- Cor. 3:4: TI Cor.-10: 
10). 


“We are sorry, Paul,” said some 
of the Christians at Galatia. “Yes, 
it is true that when yoy were here 
and won us to Jesus Christ, we 
would have plucked out our eyes 
and. have given them to you. But 
now we have learned so much 
better how to be circumcised, keep 
the Sabbath and the ceremonial 
law, and this stand is a lot more 
popular with the Jews. No, we 
can’t help you, Paul, in your world- 
wide ministry of getting the Gos- 
pel out everywhere. We have our 
own program.” (See Gal. 4:15-18 
and various places in the epistle to 
the Galatians). 


“T am so sorry, Paul.” I would 


certainly like to go to Corinth and

So it is not my will 
to go. Sorry, Paul.” So spoke Apol- 
los. So Paul the apostle wrote very 
sadly, “As touching our brother 
Apollos, I greatly desired him to 
come unto you with the brethren:

time” (I Cor. 16:12).

But when one speaks only from 
his own dead spirit, that is what 
he conveys to’the spirits of them 
who hear him speak. 


These things ‘being so, the 
tongue is either the greatest bless- 
ing of all our members, or else it 
is the greatest curse. “So’ is the 
tongue among our members, that 
it defileth the whole body, and 
setteth on fire the course of na- 
ture” (Jas. 3:6). The Word of 
God, spoken by the tongue, is the 
sword of the spirit. (Eph. 6:17). 
The word dropped by an evil 
tengue, is the Devil’s most cruel 
weapon against the human mind 
and spirit. 

Largely by the tongues of those 
spirit-filled men and women who 
witness for Christ, the church of 
Christ is brought into being. And 
by the tongues of.evil men and 
women, Satan’s Babylon is being 
enlarged and strengthened. The 
tongue of the Christian is the 
Spirit’s chief instrument for wit- 
nessing unto Christ. (John 15:26, 
27). Unless the Spirit can have 
full possession of our tongue, we 
are in no sense witnesses unto 
Christ. Our tongue is more im- 
portant to the Holy Spirit than all 
the rest of our members put to- 
gether. A holy tongue, loaded with 
the Spirit’s breath, is Christ’s way 
of reaching men, And when, by 
the witnessing of the tongue, a 
company of believers is formed, 
—it is largely by the ‘instrument- 
ality of- the tongue that those be- 
lievers will be either builded up 
into an holy temple in the Lord, 
or else be crippled, divided and 
weakened.

It is 
the unsanctified tongues. It is the 
same in all churches. Very little 
of our speech is with grace sea- 
soned with salt, that it may minis- 
ter grace to the hearers. (Eph. 4: 
29.) Minister grace! Yes, words 
give wings to- grace. Our words 
are either carrying grace to hearts 
that ache, or else they are carry- 
ing something that makes them 

ache still more! 


We Murder With Our Tongue 


The spiritual, moral, mental and 
physical casualties resulting from 
the deadly tongue of the slander- 
ers, tale-bearers, naggers, fault- 
finders and malicious evil-speakers 
are. more than all the casualties 
caused by all the wars ever fought 
on earth, we sincerely believe. 
Those things that war does to the 
bodies of men are acts of mercy, 
compared to those things which 
are done by cruel tongues. Noth- 
ing on earth so depresses the mind 
and heart as the continuous lash- 
ing of a hateful tongue. Many go 
insane from such a nervous tor- 
ture. Many repress their feelings 
and suffer under this unspeakable 
torture till they are stricken with 
paralysis. And, dumb creatures 
that we are, we do not seem able— 
or willing—to put two and two to- 
gether, and lay the blame where 
it belongs. People who call them- 
selves Christians can shoot their 


poisoned darts (words) into the 


spirits of those whom they profess 
to love, causing them to suffer 
pain enough to kill a hundred 
bodies; while they, the guilty mur- 
derers, lie down to Sleep like a 
log. 


Call Yourself a Christian? 


Your tongue is a sign. When 
your tongue can utter unkind 
words and you be all unconscious 
of their effect upon other hearts, 
: is a sign that you are dead to 

jd, and to every human feeling, 
as well. Call yourself a Christian? 
Talk about going to Heaven? If 


‘you bridle not your tongue, you 


are “in the gall of bitterness, and 


- §m the bond of iniquity’! (Acts 8: 


23). When we awake to see the 
deadliness of an unbridled tongue, 
we shall feel a kind of respect for 
a rattlesnake; for he always gives 
us warning before he strikes. But 
for that gentlemanly trait of his 
this writer would not be writing 
these lines. Our deadly tongue 
strikes first and then rattles! 
“Every kind of beasts ... and of 
serpents ... hath been tamed of 
mankind: But the tongue can no 
man tame; it is an unruly evil, 
full of deadly poison” (Jas. 3:7, 
8). The Apostle James surely 
gives us the lowdown on the 
tongue. The crafty old SELF, in 
us causes most of us to steer clear 
of James. 


An unbridled tongue — even 
though it may not malign anyone 
—is like a running sore in one’s 
flesh. It wastes one’s life forces 
away. We have read somewhere 
the statement of a physiologist, to 
the effect that more vital energy 
is expended in one hour of talk 
than is expended in a full day of 
manual labor. 


An unbridled tongue in your 
head is a sign that you are going 
to see bad days. “For he that will 
love life, and see good days, let 
him refrain his tongue from evil, 
and his lips that they speak no 
guile: Let him eschew evil, and 


.@o good; let him seek peace, and 


ensue it’ (I Pet. 3:10,11). “For 
the eyes of the Lord are upon the 
righteous, and his ears are open 
unto their prayers: but the face 
of the Lord is against them that 
do evil’ (Verse 12). From the con- 
text, we know that the “evil” spo- 
ken of here is the sin of evil speak- 
ing: the most wicked and unclean 
of all the sins of the spirit. 


Why Christians Cannot Pray 

Those who refrain their tongues 
from evil can pray: the others 
cannot. That must be one great 
reason why it is almost impossi- 
ble to get most church members 
to give themselves to a life of 
prayer. For one with an unbridled 


tongue to attempt to pray is sac- 


rilegious. Some Christians were 


their cheek,” so to speak. And 
when they laid themselves on the 
altar, their tongues and their lips 
were not ever singed by fire (Isa. 
6:5-7). 

“The tongue can no man tame.” 
What an awful power has this 
little beast to enslave humanity! 
We know some who are admirable 
in every way but in the matter of 
their speech. How. ignoble a thing 
it is for near-giants to be felled 
by a dirty little talk demon! Satan 
appears to have more demons of 
this type than of any other. At 
any rate, there is one (maybe 
more) for every person. And there 
are about two billion persons on 
earth. Someone may have ours; 
we are through with him. Let us 
hang-up a new sign. Let us “speak 
with new tongues.” “. . . every 
idle word that men shall speak, 
they shall give an account thereof 
in the day of judgment” (Matt. 
12:36), 


If a sure cure for halitosis were 
to be advertised, there would be 
long lines of customers in front of 
every drug store. But did you ever 
see people standing in line to have 
their unclean tongues and lips 
purged by fire from off the altar, 
and their foul, desolating spirit 
purified? “Let the words of my 
mouth, and the meditations of my 
heart be acceptable in thy sight, 
OQ Lord, my strength and my re- 
deemer”’ (Psa. 19:14).

Bible story that when ten lepers 
were cleansed, one turned back 
to give thanks, while nine went 
on their way. I have many a time 
wondered whether those nine 
healed lepers came back into lep- 
rosy,—whether they were healed 
at all. I am not sure, but I am 
certain that if they were, Jesus, 
who said with: such a sorrowful 
tone: “Where are the nine?” was 
not pleased with them. How could 
He have been? Even a man would 
have been disgusted. 


The Confidences of Lovers 


A friend once said to me: “I 
do not like to speak about my re- 
lations to God and I do not like 
to hear other people talk about 
theirs. It seems to me like the 
confidences between lovers, which 
are not intended for the public 
ear, but belong to themselves.” Of 
course, there are many things for 
which we: pray that it would not 
be wise to mention in public as- 
semblies, but even these: might 
be mentioned in a general way; 
that is, if I do not wish to thank 
God in a public assembly for a 
definite answer to prayer, it is 
perfectly easy for me to say that 
I have received an answer and 
that I am grateful. Thus I give 
thanks in the congregation and 
at the same time I preserve the 
confidence of which my friend was 
speaking. 

I remember to have heard a 
burdened woman in the far west 
of Kansas praying. She asked for 
a number of things. Her heart was 
very heavily laden. And then it 
was that she said: “As for things 
which are between me and Thee, 
I leave them before Thy throne.” 
I do not profess to repeat her 
words but I do profess to repeat 
her thought. This was the sub- 
stance of what she said. It seemed 
very beautiful to me then. It 
seems very beautiful to me now. 
There are certain church prayer- 
meétings where the voice of praise 
is continually heard. I could take 
anyone who cared to go to such 
prayer gatherings. They are un- 
speakably delightful, to hear one 
thanking God for the salvation of 
a father, and another for the sal- 
vation of a husband, and a third 
for the salvation of a child, and 
a fourth for the healing of a sick 
one, and a fifth for the supplying 
of a need, and a sixth for the open- 
ing of a door to employment, and 
a seventh for the safe return of 
a friend and so on. Such a meet- 
ing is so different from one where 
the pastor gives a short sermon, 
then says to the people: “You are 
at liberty to.use the time,” and 
no one responds, all acting as 


sombre tone, as though life were 
a burden, as if God were dead, or 
dying. I do not believe that there 
is anything which could be done 
in our prayermeetings and church 
assemblies to quicken the fires of 
divine life in the souls of men 
more than to have an epidemic 
of thanksgiving. Apart, however, 
from the particular blessing which 
I have in mind, there is the other 
fact that thanksgiving is a con- 
dition of answered prayer. At 
times persons say to me: 


“Does Not God Know When 
I Am Thankful?” 


And I reply: ‘Certainly. He does 
and He is glad, but is that any 
reason why you should not do 
what He has bid you do?” I am 
sure that between husbands and 
Wives, parents and children, this 
same spirit of thanksgiving would 
work wonderful changes if it were 
given free play. There are many 
wives who seem to care little 
about husbands, except that they 
pay their bills. They are glad to 
live in homes which are furnished 
and provided and if they make any 
remark about it at all, it is gen- 
erally to speak of some lack, 
something more which the hus- 


I sat in a home not a great 
while ago and heard a wife, who 
had spent every dollar her hus- 
band could earn for years, some 
of it in wise and some in foolish 
ways, make a suggestion of this 


ae a en 
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kind. Her husband was a gentle- 
man and made no reply, but I 
watched his look and I am sure 
that if his wife had struck him 
across the face with a rawhide, 
he would not have flinched in his 
soul more than he did. 


I read years ago of a mother 
who had raised six boys to man- 
hood and her work done, had 
lain down to die. The boys came 
home to see their mother and her 
oldest son, a great, powerful man, 
knelt by her and, wiping the 
death-dew from her forehead, said 
to her: “Mother, you have always 
been a good mother to us boys.” 
The tired woman closed her eyes 
and great tears pushed out under 
the lids and ran down her wasted 
cheeks. Then she opened her eyes, 
looked searchingly into the face of 
her son, and said: “My boy, is 
that really true? Do you boys feel 
that way about me?” He replied, 
“Indeed we do, mother. We often 
speak of what a good mother you 
have been to us.” Again she closed 
her eyes, and again great tears 
ran down her wasted cheeks, and 
then she opened her eyes and 
looked into the face of her first- 
born and said to him: “My boy, 
I prayed more that I might be a 
good mother to you six boys than 
for anything else. I was afraid 
that I should fail in some way to 
be all that I ought to you, and IL 
never knew whether you boys 
thought I had failed or not until 
now. Not one of you ever told me 
I was a good mother until today.” 


Was it not an unspeakable trag- 
edy that the dear mother should 
bear the six sons, should nurse 
them through the sicknesses of 
babyhood, should make their 
clothes and wash them and iron 
them, should prepare their meals 
a thousand times a year until they 
were grown to manhood, should 
see them, one by one, move out 
into the world, all the while 
wondering in her heart if they 
thought she had been a success as 
a mother, and not one of the six 
ever say, “You have been a good 
mother,” until she was ready to 
die? They were good boys, good 
men, but they did not express 
their thanksgivings. 


I am sure that there are good 
fathers and mothers by tens of 
thousands who are waiting as 
anxiously to hear a thankful word 
from a son or a daughter as that 
mother did, and I am sure that 
there are children who are wait- 
ing for the commendation of a 
father or a mother and who will 
be saved from ruin if they get it, 
and will.perhaps lose their souls, 
will certainly lose their lives, if 
they do not get it. How pitiful it 
is to hear parents or teachers al- 
ways condemning, criticising, 
speaking in harsh, strident tones, 
never saying: ‘Well done, well 
done.” It is pitiful, unspeakably 
pitiful. It is the death stroke to 
thousands of souls that might be 
happy, of lives that might be filled 
with service. 


“With thanksgiving,” that is the 
way to make requests. I am sure 
that at times it would be well if 
we should ask nothing of God at 
all, but simply rehearse to Him 
His mercies, so tireless, so faithful.

He combined the 
preaching power of Jonathan Ed- 
wards and Whitfield with the or- 
ganizing power of Wesley, and the 
energy, fire and courage of Luther. 
In many respects he was most 
like Luther. In many most like 
Paul. 

His pulpit power derived no aid 
from adventitious circumstances. 
He dealt in no tricks of elocution. 
You cannot conceive of Mr. Spur- 
geon attitudinizing before a mirror 
to learn graceful gesticulation. Mr.’ 
Spurgeon’s pulpit power consisted 
largely in his convictions. He 
spake because he believed. He 
realized that he carried a message 
from God, a message of life to the 
lost. It was his business to deliver 
the message, not vindicate it. He 
did not feel authorized to minify, 
dilute, or change it. He believed in’ 
God. He beHeved in the personal- 
ity of the Devil. He believed the’ 
Bible Doctrines of Heaven and’ 
Hell. He believed in the eternity: 
of future happiness or woe for 
every man; in the power of the 
Holy Ghost; in the deity of Jesus: 
and the reality of vicarious ex- 
piation.

Spurgeon the Man: His 
Character 

His pulpit power was also great- 
ly enhanced by his character. All 
men felt that he was wedded to 
truth. He hated all lies and shams 
and frauds. He was neither two- 
faced, double-minded, nor double- 
tongued. He loved candor, and ab- 
horred double-dealing, wire-pull- 
ing, -indirectness, and Machiavel- 
lianism. His-own nature was sim- 
ple, transparent, direct. His eye 
was single. If in speech he was 
natural, shunning the affectations 
of elocution, the flourishes of 
rhetoric and all theatrical displays, 
how much more did he abhor 
hypocrisy in life, and with what 
relentless scorn did he tear off 
the mask which covered moral 
turpitude, and behind which im- 
morality rotted the souls of men. 

He was'a real man—not a dream- 
er or visionary; and possessed 
withal as large a share of “sancti- 
fied common sense” as is ever al- 
lotted to man. Then, without be- 
ing an agitator, politician, or 
demagogue, he was emphatically 
one of the people. He had more 
points of contact with them than 
any other preacher of modern 
times. He could play with boys, 
laugh with girls, and genuinely 


enjoy a talk with the old women}, 


in the almshouses. His sympathy 
for them in all their sorrows was 
manifestly unaffected. Except, 
perhaps, Martin Luther, no other 
man since the Master Himself so 
nearly touched the life of the 
common people all along the line 
of their experience. He under 
‘stood them. They understood him. 
Witness John Ploughman. 

Then his nature was so cheery 
and Sunshiny, so social. He was 
‘no misanthrope, no recluse, but a 
mingler in the everyday affairs of 
life. 

Moreover, his discernment of 
human nature was only equalled 
by his sturdy independence. He be- 
lieved in the natural dignity of 
man, as man, without regard to 
fictitious distinctions of rank and 
wealth. Human patents of nobility 
were no more to his rugged Puri- 
tan mind than the “titular dig- 
nitaries of the chessboard.” 


One can imagine how he would 
emphasize the couplet of Burns 


The RANK is but the guinea’s 
stamp, 


The MAN’S the gowd, for @ that. 
- Such a character must have 
told mightily in his preaching. 

But Spurgeon was not only a 
preacher, but a teacher of preach- 
ers. That preacher whose preach- 
ing never leads others to preach, 
may well doubt that he is one him- 
self. 


.Spurgeon’s Pastors College 
~ This leads naturally, as next in 
order, to a consideration: 

of the Pastors College—In my 
judgment, Mr. Spurgeon‘s college 
for preachers is the most remark- 
able institution of learning ever 
established in human history. In 
its origin, plan of work, means of 
support, and efficiency, it is “with- 
out a model and without a sha- 
dow.” 


The Problem of Training Those 
God Called 
Within two years of his settle- 


ment in London the young pastor } 


was confronted with the problem 
of extraordinary interest and im- 
portance. The problem: came’ be~ 


ites 


- fore him: with all the sacredness: 
of a Divine Providence; It' was 
result of his labors, It develope 
under the power and fervor of 
own preaching, as rapidly and 


naturally as the rich soil of the} 


tropics sends up vegetation in re- 
sponse to sun and rain. : 
To quote his own words: 


“There were springing up a- 


round me, aS my own spiritual’ 


children, many earnest young men 


‘who felt an irresistible impulse’ 
to preach the Gospel and yet with] have 


half an eye it could be seen that 
their want of education would be 
a sad hindrance to them. 


“It was not in my heart to bid 
them cease their preaching; and 
had I done so, they would in all 
probability have ignored my re- 
commendation. As it seemed that 
preach they would, though their 
attainments were very slender, no 
other course was open but to give 
them an opportunity to educate 
themselves for the work.” 


We do well to note that only 
under fervid, evangelical preaching 
are others impressed to preach. A 
ministry barren of such impres- 
sions is itself lifeless, and fortun- 
ately provides no successor. 


Mr. Spurgeon’s hearers, like the 
Saviour’s, consisted mainly of the 
working classes, the poor and-ig- 
norant. Those of such a congrega- 
tion, called to preach, would, of 
course, be poor and ignorant. 


Here was the problem. The fruit 
of his own labors asked: ‘What 
will you do with us?” The young 
preachers, “captives of his own 
bow and spear,” cried unto him for 
“opportunity.” The answers to his 
own prayers knocked at his door 
and said: “Where will you put 
us?” Divine’ Providence laid a 
Lazarus at his gate. 


There was no way of escape 
from this issue. Such personal re- 
sponsibility could not be shifted. 
The logic of the situation was in- 
exorable: If the Lord called him 
to work such results, he must 
care for the results, not only that 
they might not be wasted, but 
that. the most should be made of 
them. 


But what shall this pastor, only 
twenty-two years old, himself 
without college education—never 
in a theological seminary—what 
shall he do with this problem? 
What can he do? Especially since 
within his knowledge there was 
available for these young men in 
all the earth no suitable college. 


According to his own testimony: 
“No college at that time appeared 
to me to be suitable for the class 
of men which the providence and 
the grace of God drew around me. 
They were mostly poor, and most 
of the colleges involved necessarily 
a considerable outlay to the stu- 
dent; for even where the education 
was free, books, clothes, and other 
incidental expenses required a con- 
Siderable sum per annum.” 


Other Schools Available Did Not 
Turn Out Spirit-Filled 
Preachers. 


But the financial was only a 
small part of the problem, 


Mr. Spurgeon thought that 
much of the theology of the col- 
leges was doubtful. That like the 
bones in the valley of Ezekiel, it 
was lifeless and “very dry.” 

Hear his own description of such 
theology: 

“Petrarch’s works are said to 
have lain so long in the roof of 


St. Mark’s at Venice, that they’ 


became turned into stone. 

“To many men it might well 
seem that the Word. of God had 
become petrified, for they receive 
it as a hard, lifeless creed, a stone 
upon which to sharpen the dag- 
gers of controversy, a stumbling 
block for young beginners a mill- 
stone with which to break oppon- 
ents’ heads, after the manner ex- 
perienced by Abimelech at Thebes. 
A man must have g stout diges- 
tion to feed on some men’s 
theology—no sap, no sweetness, no 
life, but all stern accuracy and 


fleshless definition. 


“Proclaimed without tenderness 
and argued without affection, the 
Gospel from such men rather re- 
sembles a missile from a catapult 
than bread from the Father’s 
table.

Moreover, as it seemed to him, 
the methods adopted in most col- 
leges subordinated religious fervor 
to literary attainments. The stu- 
dents become.more learned than 
pious. 

He thought that “preachers of 
the grand old truths of the Gospel 
—ministers suitable for the masses 
were more likely to be found in an 
institution. where preaching and 
divinity would be the main object, 
and not degrees and other insignia 
of human learning.” 


He feared that the ministerial 
students of many colleges relied 
more on culture than the eternal 
Spirit. Hear him: 

“Souls are not saved by systems, 
but by the Spirit. Organizations 
without the Holy Ghost are mills 
without wind or water or steam 
power. Methods and arrangements 


dry conduit, lamps without oil, 
banks without capital.” 


How the Pastor’s College Was 
Financed 


Therefore he accepted it as a 
personal. responsibility resting on 
him to establish a pastor’s college 
—more nearly resembling in spirit 
and methods Samuel’s school of 
the prophets and Christ’s school 
of the apostles than any institu- 
tion then in éxistence. His plan of 
work, with the means of support, 
was also an evolution, not a fore- 
thought. He began work with the 
material on hand, employing a 
teacher and renting a house with 
his own funds—funds accruing 
from the sale of his sermons in 
America. Thus the readers of his 
sermons living in the United 
States supplied, by their patron- 
age, the first revenues of this now 
famous institution. Who of you 
thought it when you purchased 
one of his books? 


Mark you, he did not mortgage 
the future by first incurring a big 
debt in erecting costly and need- 
less buildings, and by the employ- 
ment of a numerous and costly 
faculty. As the school grew and 
when imperious necessity demand- 
ed, he increased the teaching 
force, and waited forthe building 
until the power and influence of 
the institution itself would create 
it, as easily and naturally as form 
adjusts itself to the expansion of 
life. 

Indeed, Mr. Spurgeon did not 
know what he was founding nor 
to what dimensions it would grow. 
It developed in his. unconscious 
hands. : 

: But Mr. Spurgeon soon found 


appropriated four thousand dollars 
per annum, were inadequate to 
support the expanding work. 
When, in extremity, he offered to 
sell his carriage and horses, he 
was advised to appeal to his 
church. 


But. could the church assume 
such an obligation? Anyhow, the 
Lord shifted the responsibility 
from the individual to the congre- 
gation. Weekly offerings were 
made. These were inadequate, 
though amounting one year to 
nearly ten thousand dollars. The 
ladies took up the matter as 
auxiliaries. It soon went beyond 
them. Mr. Spurgeon then began to 
travel, and Ireiand, Wales, Scot- 
land, and England were set on fire 


poured in; large benefactions 
came. The buildings, costing 
seventy-five thousand dollars, were 
erected. The current cost of the 
institution began to average 
twenty-five thousand dollars an- 
nually. The support of the college, 
day by day and year by year, was 
rested on faith in God; the founda- 
tions were His

Spurgeon says: “Foremost among 
our aims is the promotion of a 
vigorous spiritual life among those 
who are preparing to be under- 
shepherds. of Christ’s flock. By 
frequent meetings for prayers, and 
by other means, we labor to main- 
tain a high tone of spirituality. 
I have endeavored in my lectures 
and addresses to stir up the holy 
fire; for well I knew that if the 
heavenly flame burns low nothing 
else will avail.” 


That his lectures to his students 
were well calculated to effect 
such end, all who have read the 
published volumes of these ad- 
dresses will concede. They are 
without a parallel in theological 
literature. No other theological 
addresses have been so widely read 
or so generally beneficial to young 
ministers. His last inaugural on 
“Light,’ Fire, Faith, Life, and 
Love,” should be read by every 
preacher on the globe. 


Under such tuition his pupils 
might not be experts in scholastic- 
ism and terminology, might not 
be able to retain in mind the dif- 
ference in meaning of such phrase- 
ology as homiletics, hermeneutics, 
polemics, eschatology, soteriology, 
etc., but would be burning and 
shining light in the thick darkness 
overshadowing the hovels of 
poverty, irgnorance, and crime. 


As to their efficiency the Earl 
of Shaftesbury is reported to give 
this testimony: “It was an utter 
fallacy to suppose that the people 
of England would ever be brought 
to a sense of order and discipline 
by the repetition of miserable ser- 
vices; by bits of wax candles; by 
rags of popery, and by gymnastics 
in the chancel. Nothing was a- 
dapted to the wants of the people 
but the Gospel message brought 
home to their hearts, and he knew 
of none who had done better ser- 


vice in the evangelistic work than 


~ 


the pupils. trained in Mr. Spur- 
geon’s college. They had a singular 
faculty for addressing the popula- 
tion and going to the very heart 
of the people.” 

But where tuition, board, books, 
and even a little pocket money 
are all free, the inquiry would 
naturally arise: What protects 
from imposition—how are the 
worthless prevented from swallow- 
ing up the school? The difficulty 
proved to be more apparent than 
real. 


Where there is-a predominance 


of spiritual light and power it is as . 


painful to fraud and imposture as 
sunlight is to owls, bats, 
beasts of prey. It hurts them. They 
run to their holes. The light is 
too bright, not only for their 
deeds, but for their thoughts. 

But where is any guarantee 
from mental imbecility, from sloth, 
from barrenness of_ spirit; from 
gush and platitude eaters? The 
guarantee against these evils was 
Mr. Spurgeon’s “sifting process.” 
Candor, truth, and fair dealing did 
the sifting. 

If after a fair trial it was de- 
monstrated that a young man, 
however pious, had no “aptness to 
teach”; if another, no matter how 
apt to teach, had not application, 
was lazy, either mentally of bodi- 
ly; if another, no matter how 
smart, had no reverence for sacred 
things, but was given to levity 
and foolish jesting; if another had 
no missionary spirit; if another 
was: foul-mouthed, a hearer and 
teller of obscene anecdotes; if an- 
other was immoral in habits; if 
another, no matter how moral, 
had no piety, no spirituality; if 
another was quarrelsome, these 
were all quietly but firmly advised 
to go home and seek some other 
work—-they had run before the 
Lord sent thém.

Ah! if such a sifting process 
were applied to our ministers In 


Texas what a thinning out there 
’ would be! What a cloud of chaff 


would be separated from the 
wheat! 

More than any other school on 
earth has this school molded spir- 
fitual life and given direction to 
heavenly destiny. Every Sunday 
several hundred young preachers 
go out from its walls, not indeed 
to preach in Westminister Abbey, 
surrounded by “storied urn and 
animated bust,” nor to intone 
fifteen minute essays to the 
drowsy few of the titled who 
patronize the grand cathedrals, 
but out in the byways and high- 
ways, out in the slums and sha- 
dows of “darkest England,’ where 
sickness, pain, and death, where 
ignorance, poverty, and vice en- 
thrall the masses; there to the 
Jost, fallen, outcast, abandoned, 
and perishing thousands’ they 
preach the hope, joy, peace, and 
salvation of the glorious Gospel 
of the blessed God. In one decade 
these students baptized twenty- 
six thousand six hundred and 
seventy-six converted persons. 

(In 1892, when B. H. Carroll 
made the above statement about 
Spurgeon’s College for Pastors, 
it was doubtless true that “More 
than any other school on earth has 
this school molded spiritual life 
and given direction to heavenly 
destiny.”’ Moody Bible Institute, 
the mother of the Bible institute 
movement, had just begun. Now 
such blessed work is done in some 
measure by the best of the Bible 
institutes. Bob Jones University 
has sent out more, Spirit-filled, 
soul-winning ministerial students 
than Spurgeon’s College, and Ten- 
messee Temple Schools does as 
spiritual training and is connected 
with a larger missionary work. 
Ed.) 


Sending Out Home and Foreign 
Missionaries 

But the problem was not solved

«Students. That was but the com- 


mencement of responsibility. These 
young must go out somewhere to 
permanent work.

There hearts were 
fired and their imaginations in- 
flamed by the oft repeated and 
thrilling story of spiritual destitu- 
tion throughout the world. Hence, 
when they left school they went 
forth as crusaders. They went 
where miners delved the bowels of 
the earth, almost. unacquainted 
with the sweetness of sunlight, 
and song of birds, and the glory 
of flowers. They went to the 
emoke-covered cities where fac- 
tory operatives toiled by day and 
sinned and suffered at*night. They 
went to China, to Japan, -to 
Australia, to Canada, to the ends 
of the earth. And thus going, with- 
out money and script, who would 
support them with life’s neces- 
Saries until § self-sustaining 
ehurches were established—who 
but Mr. Spurgeon, their spiritual 
father and the mother church? 
If the Lord honors a church by 
ealling missionaries from its bosom 
“to go to destitute fields and

foreign lands, shall not the mother 
church be grateful enough to take 
care of these children, so far from 
home? It thus developed that the 
church must pay the missionary 
salaries of her beneficiaries in edu- 
cation, where their fields could not 
support them. 

Nor was this all. When one of 
the students, thus sent out, would 
write home: ‘‘The Lord has blessed 
my labors, hundreds of the lost 
have been converted and baptized. 
They have been organized into a 
church; but they are miserably 
poor and we have no house of wor- 
ship, no shelter for the Sunday 
School. What can we do?” 

What now? Is-7~ the mother 
church sorry to hear of such suc- 
cess? 

Has he done what he was sent 
to do? 

Then if glad—what about that 
house of worship? Thus a Chapel 
Building Fund developed out of 
missionaries as missionaries de- 
veloped out of the Pastor’s Col- 
lege. Do you want a limit to re- 
sults? Do you desire to complain 
because God honors you? Nay, 
verily! But where shall we find 
so much money? Check again on 
the bank of faith; the promises 
of God are inexhaustible; the Lord 
is not straitened; nothing is too 
hard for Him. So they drew the 
checks. So faith drew the checks 
and they were honored. 


Up to the last report the school 
had matriculated eight hundred 
and twenty preachers, of whom 
seven hundred are now living. 
They are pastors, evangelists, or 
missionaries in nearly all parts 
of the world. Their connection 
with Alma Mater is kept alive by 
an annual reunion, or conference, 
which all attend in person or by 
letter. The conference rekindles 
expiring fires, rebinds broken ties, 
inspires with new zeal by its 
greetings, hand-shakings, exchange 
of experiences, discussions, and re- 
ports of work throughout the 
world. Till the presiding pastor 
died his annual address made an 
epoch of each reunion. There has 
never before been such a college. 


Colportage and Visitation 
Work for Laymen 


But the fire in the college 
warmed up the pew. People not 
preachers began to hunger for 
theological instruction which came 
as bread, not stone— which was 
alive and not a ‘“‘very dry bone.” 
Mechanics and artisans whose 
necessary daily labor prevented 
college attendance began to call 
for night classes in theology in 
lieu of the taverns and beer shops 
—the school of Satan. This de- 
mand necessitated ‘‘college ex- 
tension” in the way of evening 
lessons, 


Two hundred hard-working men 
would thus assemble to drink 
freedily, not beer, but theology. 
But mark you, the theology was 
from a cool, clear running stream. 

But when laymen thus hunger 
and thirst after the meaning of 
God’s Word—when the § Spirit 
quickens that Word in their hearts 
and consciences—there must be 
another result..-They will begin to 
say, “Is there no work for us to 
do—must the preachers monopo- 
lize the Master’s service? Let us 
at least be colporters—we can dis- 
tribute books and tracts—all the 


;|; outfit we want is a little gocart 


which we can pull, or push before 
us. We know the people—we are 
of them.” Hence arose by natural 


-| development the most efficacious 


colportage association the world 
has ever known. It is reported 
that in 1890, these colporters sold 
and distributed four hundred 
thousand books, held six thousand 
services, made six hundred and 
thirty-one thousand visits. In a 
later year five hundred and fifty- 
one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-nine books 
three hundred and _éé sixty-five 
thousand seven hundred and 
eighty-eight magazines, two hund- 
red and fifty three thousand 
tracts, held ten thousand services, 
and made seven hundred thousand 
visits. Their sales, in all, up to the 
last report aggregated six hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. 


Organized Benevolences Under 
Spurgeon’s Leadership 

Mr. Spurgeon led his church to 

increase the number of widows 


almhouses, established by his pre- 


and packets,’ 


decessor, Dr. Rippon, and also 
established in 1867 the Stockwell 
Orphanage. 

This wonderful enterprise was 
also an unpremeditated ,evolution. 
It grew up of itself out of his work 
as a preacher. When a church is 
alive spiritually, such things do 
not have to be sought for and sent 
for—they discover themselves and 
come unannounced. We can no 
more find a limit to enlargement, 
‘when we exercise our gifts and 
graces, than can be found to the 
divisibility of matter. If we be- 
come useful in one direction, God 
will see to it that we shall be use- 
full in other directions. 


Mr. Spurgeon had indicated in 
the Sword and Trowel, among 
other forms of Christian useful- 
ness, the care of the orphan. 
Shortly afterward, September, 
1866, a lady, the widow of an 
Episcopal clergyman, who read the 
article, wrote him a letter, plac- 
ing one hundred thousand dollars 
at his command for an orphanage. 
Mr. Spurgeon tried to escape the 
natural result of his own article 
—suggesting Mr. Mueller and the 
Bristol Orphanage. The lady in- 
sisted on him as disburser, and 
London as the place. 


The matter was carried to the 
church. The whole church became 
a committee to raise funds to buy 
grounds and put up buildings so 
as to leave the one hundred thous- 
and dollars as an endowment. In 
the Sword and Trowel appeared 
the names of one thousand one 
hundred and twenty collectors 
who had collected fourteen thou- 
sand and ten dollars. 


Was not that the church. at 
work? London and all England 
were fired. Contributions came- in 
in pennies, in pounds, in thousand 
pounds, in ten thousand pounds. 


The work enlarged and enlarged, 
and enlarged, until its current ex- 
penses amount to one thousand 
dollars per week. 

For suitable buildings, for 
judicious management, for -eco- 
nomic administration, for educa- 
tional, industrial, and _= spiritual 
facilities, for peace, joy, and hap- 
iness, no other orphanage ever 
established equals this,one. Eng- 
land’s statesmen have learned wis- 
dom from its practical, honest, 
economical administration.

added. It is a wonderful story of 
God’s mighty acts through loving 
human instrumentality. And do 
you think London barks could 
purchase this glorious record of 
church work? Would the church, 
as a church, exchange it for mines 
of, gold, -silver, and _ precious 
stones? 


Great Lessons From 
Spurgeon’s Life 

Finally, while we cannot dwell 
on them tet us look for a moment 
at some others of the léSsons sug- 
gested by Mr. Spurgeon’s life. 

1. Debt. Perhaps; more than any 
other man of his generation, has 
Mr. Spurgeon impressed the Eng- 
lish-speaking world with the im- 
policy, degredation, slavery, and 
sin of debt. : 

In the erection of almshouses, 
orphanages, colleges, church 
houses, and mission chapels— 
costing hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, he never incurred a debt. 
“Pay as you go” was his watch- 
ward. 

His publications (see John 
Ploughman) have teemed with 
proverbs, illustrations, and exhor- 
tations on .this subject. He im- 
pressed the world that debt is 
folly, extravagance, 


Christains, citizens, and churches 
lay the lesson to heart. 

2. His life and ministry have 
demonstrated that the doctrine of 
a free salvation, none of works but 
all of grace, promotes the highest 
form of practical piety. 

The believers of this linintelns 
do not “sin, that grace may a- 
bound.” His ministry and its re- 
sults prove that no Arminianism 
but, “The grace of God that bring- 
eth salvation . . Teaching us 
that, denying ungodliness and 
worldly lusts, we should live so- 
berly, righteously, and godly, in 
this present world.” 

3. His ministry has demon- 
strated that a free salvation, none 
of works but all of grace, pro- 
motes and produces the most ef- 
fective work. Work, not to be 
saved, but because saved. 


While his life affirms with un-| en 


speakable emphasis:. “Not — by 
works of righteousness which we 


bondage,| 
shame, sin. Let us as preachers, 


have done, but according to his 
mercy he saved us, by the washing 
of regeneration, and renewing of 
the Holy Ghost; Which he shed on 
us abundantly through Jesus 
Christ our Saviour; That being 
justified by his grace, we should 
be made heirs according to the 
hope of eternal life. This is a 
faithful saying, and these things 
I will that tnou affirm constantly, 
that they which have believed in 
God might be careful to maintain 
good works. These things are good 
and profitable unto men” (Tit. 3: 
0-8). 

4. His ministry has demonstrat- 
ed that while salvation is free, 
none of works but all of grace, 
yet the sinner must seek the Lord 
—must pray for forgiveness— 
must mourn over sins—must strive 
to enter in at the strait gate. 

5. His ministry has demonstrat- 
ed the power of a Gospel which 
insists on man’s depravity, the 
necessity of regeneration, the 
plenary inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures, and the undiluted doctrine 
of substitutionary, vicarious expia- 
tion. 

6. But perhaps, greatest of all 
lessons, his ministry has demon- 
strated and “illustrated the truth 
of the Scripture: ‘‘And I, if I be 
lifted up from the earth, will 
draw all men unto me” (John 12: 
32). 

That the preaching of “Christ 
and him crucified,” “the glorying 


only in the cross,” “The knowing 
nothing but the cross,” out draws 
in attractive power all other 
themes. What sensationalist,- rely- 
ing on the adventitious aids, on 
flaming advertisements, on slang 
and ribaldry, on theatrical meth- 
ods and tricks of elocution ever 
did gather and hold—in one place 
—attentive thousands for nearly 
forty years? 


Like Paul, Mr. Spurgeon could 
say: “And I, brethren, when I 
came to you, came not with ex- 
cellency of speech or of wisdom, 
declaring unto you the testimony 
of God. For I determined not to 
know any thing among you, save 
Jesus Christ, and him crucified. 
And I was with you in weakness, 
and in fear, and in much trem- 
bling. And my speech and my 
preaching was not with enticing 
words of man’s wisdom, but in 
demonstration of the Spirit and 
of power: That your faith should 
not stand in the wisdom of men, 
but in the power of God” (I Cor, 
2:1-5). 

The world needed this lesson, 
The times were out of joint. The 
church was drifting from mum- 
meries to infidelity. We needed to 
go back to first principles. If any 
man seeks popularity, he will lose 
it. If he loses it he will find it, 
When Bonaparte died, Phillips 
said: “He is fallen.” 

When Spurgeon died, the world 
said: ‘He is risen.” 
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
